Paul Orr, p,i3t president of the 
Loyola Debating LcHguc, acted a.s 
judge and critic of the debate, and 
remarked that hLi decision was 
prone to error as it was the opin- 
ion of one judge, 

Ttie main point introduced by Ihe 
affirmative ivas that conscription 
would be advantageous both to 
Canada and the individual in that 
It would provide good discipline, 
more patriotism, and better health. 

The negative jide's chief argu- 
ments were that there is no need 
for a conscript army, this system 
is incompatible with our ideas of 
democracy, and it- would lead us 
to another thouaand years of mili- 
tary chaottsm similar to that we 
have Just experienced up to the 
present time. One member of the 
negative team also remarked that 
such an army would merely result 
in an enlarged boy scout organiza- 
tion.

Drama League 
Plans Festival 
Next Season 

Allan Williams, the president of 
the McGill Players Club, attended 
the first meeting of the Inter-Var- 
sity Drama League since 1941, 
which was held on Novembei* 1st, at 
McMajtcr University. 

The objects of this league are to 
raise the standard of dramatic pro- 
duction in Canadian universities, 
and to further the appreciation of 
the drama by the public in gen- 
eral. It's members are: Western, 
O.A.C., McMaster, U. of T., Queen's, 
McGill, and Ihc University ot 
Bishop's College. Queen's did not 
attend the conference, being unable 
to lake part in the League's events 
for Ihe coming season. 

The members proceeded to make 
certain plans for a League Festival 
in 1948. Due to the financial posi- 
tion of most of the attending 
Dramatic Clubs, it was proposed 
that the League should be divided 
into two zones: those of the On- 
tario Universities, and of the Que- 
bec Universities. The Quebec and 
Ontario festivals will be held in 
the .ird and 4th weeks of February 
respectively. 

Two Zones 

In order to eliminate Ihc travel- 
ling expenses of the winners for a 
final festival, it was decided that 
a chief adjudicator be appointed 
for Ihe two zones, and be assisted 
in each zone by two judges. The 
L.eague ' winner will be the entry 
that received the highest number 
of points. 

To facilitate administration, a 
zone committee would be appoint- 
ed in each of the two provinces, 
who will in turn be .^assisted by 
the festival committee at the uni- 
versities where festivals are'to be 
held. 

The matter of inviting French 
speaking universities to Join was 
approved, but due to the fact that 
organization and facilities were not 
felt to be sufficient at present, the 
invitation was extended to Ihe 
l!)4R-4l) activities of the league. 

In order that a Quebec festival 
may - be held, at least one more 
entrant, from Loyola, Sir George 
Williams. Dawson, or MacDonald 
College, is needed. Once (his has 
been organized, it is highly prob- 
able that the Quebec festival will 
be held at McGill. The ' annual 
meeting of the League for 1948 will 
be held in conjunction with this 
festival.

Dentists Hear 
Dr. Bushell 

A revolutionary phase of den- 
tistry which has been widely ac- 
claimed in Canada and the U.S.A. 
was outlined last night by Dr. W. 
C. Bushell of the Dental Faculty 
in his topic "The treatment ot ac- 
cidents involving complete and 
partial displacement ot teeth" 
which was Ihe initial lecture to 
the Dental Undergraduates Society 
of this , year's series, held in the 
Medical building. 

After being introduced by Mr. 

C. F. Merritt, Dr. Bushell noted 

that his subject was an unusual 

one in the dental profession but 

that it a dentist had one of these 

cases in a lifetime he felt that he 

had been -repaid.-for. his...work.Jn 
this field. 

The loss of one lonlh sonn af- 
fects Ihe other teeth dependent on 
its placement then one after an- 
other the rest of the teeth are lost 
with the result that many people 
wearing full dentures today owe 
this inconvenience to some hasty 
decision to move a damaged tooth. 
Dr. Bushell then went on to demon- 
strate the different methods of re- 
storing and replanting teeth, ilius- 
tralcd by slides photographed by 
himself of some of his most inter- 
esting cases. In suhiming up the 
lecture he. stressed the restorative 
over the extractive aspect, that is 
in favour of retaining teeth rather 
than inserting artificial dentures 
which are much more difficult to 
use. also that in this modern world 
of increasing speed these types of 
accidents are liable to happen 
more and more often. Dr. Bushell 
closed his address by stating that 
Ihe gratefulness of parents for the 
preservation of their children's 
looks rewards the best efforts. Mr. 
L. Francis thanked Dr. Bushell 
then the meeting was thrown open 
for questions. 

Previous to the address the Den- 
tal Undergraduates Society meet- 
ing discussed sundry items of bus- 
iness and at this time it was an- 
nounced that this year two $10. 
prizes were to be given for the 
best article submitted to the Den- 
tal Review by undergraduates ot 
the Dental faculty.

Fur soinctliinR of a 
precedent \v(i3 ctablislied yesterday witii the 
decision as to the manner in which veterans 
wisli to elect their representative bndy. 

In (he past— ever since tiic inception nf the 
eociety — the executive body has licen elected 
at general meetings held at the beginning of 
each year. 

But student veterans have begun to realize 

(hnt the attendance at pueb mcetinp doo! not 
necessarily constitute a sufficient indication of 



majority opinion; that executives elected at such 
meetings arc not necessarily representative 

bodies. 

In the controversial history of the society, 
executive positions have been the object of 
overt conflict between political factions» The 
sotfiety apparently presents an excellent vehicle 
for the propagation of political lines and at- 
titudes. 

By choosing to elect their executive on the 
bafis of a canipus-widn election instead of the 
"closed meeting" variety, the veterans have as- 
serted their desire to be free of "pressures" in 
their rhoice of representatives; l)y going through 
the normal routine of nominations and platforms, 
there will be more time to ponder the worth 
of each individual candidate. 

This action can but augur well for the future 
of the society in particular and student veterans 
generally. And, incidentally, it will serve to 
keep contesting candidate on their toes.— A.T.

The tmdprlyini: assumption of an 
eihie is that man is rational, that 
lie has a free will, and that he has 
potentialities In him which can be 
realized. It may appear that there 
is a science of ethics, but in reality 
all value judgments remain sub- 
jective. In Plato's Republic one of 
the characters asserts th.it "justice 
is nothing else than the interest of 
the stronger." If a philosopher's 
ethics are internally self-consistent, 
and if they arc. consistent with the 
remainder of his views, there is 
very little we can say about them 
if they are not consonant with our 
ethical feelings. We can only point 
out what appear to be' certain dis- 
advaiilages to us, but which, in 
reality, may be the very advan- 
tages which make the ethics 
appealing. 

To make an ethical Judgment 
there are certain components 
which must be understood; the 
situation itself, the appropriate 
means, and the consequences. An 
ethical judgment then, rcriuires 
that the individual have an in 
tellectu,Tl insiglU into what is 
called the good. This intellectual 
insight will only come about as a 
result of severe discipline of the 
passions and appetites, subordinat- 
ing them to the end which man 
desires. 

For an ethical Judgment to be 
"right", however, demands that the 
agent .correctly comprehend the 
situation, the appropriate means 
and the consequences. Society may 
not blame him, but his action, 
nevertheless, cannot be regarded 
as "right". The agent is not con- 
fined to a specific action, but cer- 
tainly to one of several alterna- 
tives, each capable of producing 
the good. Ethics is made up of 
first principles or maxims, the val- 
idity of which can never be demon- 
strated. It may be argued that if 
ethics is as abstract and obtuse as 
this account depicts it, then one 
might as well not speculate about 
it. Nevertheless, value judgments 
still underlie our relations with 
other people. 

It might be said nf the Victorians 
that they saw an ethical situation 
where, in reality, none existed, but 
of our era it may come to be said 
that wc fail to sec an ethical situa- 
tion where in fact one does exist. 
A study of ethics will not bring to 
the student complete certainty in 
ethical judgments but merely an 
approximation which is the best 
for which we can hope. It will 
sharpen the student's concept of re- 
lations with his fellow hiunans so 
that he escapes the' extreme of 
prudish tyranny on the one hand, 
and amoral egoism on the other. 

.lust as art appreciation i;; hugely 
a question of reflncmont of ta.stp, 
so a refined clliiciil .<rii.'-o cm be 
cullivalcd by rcflcclicin. How will 
a study of ethics, then, affect the 
individual in his relations with 
man, and in particular the state in 
^ts relations with its members? ~ .. 



Moral freedom exists only when 
one is acting rightly. When one is 
not acting rightly, moral freedom 

becomes licence. There is responsi- 
bility to the good, lying beyond 
time and space, which admits of no 
exceptions. It is always concerned 
with what the individual ought 
to do. 

In the modem state, however, 
the individual Is governed by a 
system of social lews which pre- 
sumably has some ethical founda- 
tion, but which in reality Is found- 
ed on the historical experience out 
of which it has grown. 

Historically we have found that 
the only way to guarantee free- 
dom is to extend it wjth few limit- 
ations to all, rather than to Im- 
pose an ethical co'dc upon each 
citizen from above. The defence 
of democracy is not that the people 
are likely to be riçht, but that the 
government needs some force out- 
side of it, and that there should be 
some way short of revolution,, of 
turning it out of office. 

In shorl, social law is indefinite 
in its dur.ition, and within a broad 
framework permits an infinite 
number of actions. To put It as 
briefly as possible, the social law 
permits one to moke a fool of him 
self, something an ethical system 
would have to -call wrong. ' 

The problem of leadership for 
the modern state is a difficult one, 
for often it recognizes wrong 
action in the ethical sense which 
is right in' the legal sense— the 
freedom of speech and assembly 
granted to unconstitutional groups 
attempting the overthrow of the 
state. Reaily.it is a question of how 
far there can be a legal guarantee 
of ethical licence of the worst kind. 
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cheer more, wear more blazers, rib- 
bons, etc. Admirable. But the catch 
is that all these ideas— and all 
others that have been so often urg- 
ed on us— are essentially designed 
to get the sliidents to "pull to- 
gether" and have "team spirit" aiid 
things. In fact we are to act as a 
block, think as a block— and above 
all, shout as a block. My dear read- 
ers (I assure you that, if you exist, 
you are very dear to mc), let us 
hesitate a moment before plunging 
head-over-heels after this extraor- 
dinarily attractive platform. (On 
second thought, by not hesitating 
we might be doing better— we 
might plunge off it.) But do you 
realize that this block-action is the 
essence of— Fascism? That the un- 
thinking herd-Instinct of the crowd 
is what enables It to be led? A 
horse can be led to the wsici— but 
I am not horsing. Has it occurred 
to you that chccrleadcrettes are a 
sort of uniform, uniformed group of 
signal-boxes whose object Is to 
eradicate your individuality?— to 
turn you into a crowd? Ladies, 
gents, other ranks, take warningi 
This Is the nose of the camel! 
Timco Danaos et dona Ferentes, as 
my old Latin teacher used to say 
(Dona Ferentes first name was 
Danaos). 

How is this menace to be avoid- 
ed? It's quite simple — the whole 
question arises merely because we 
are all wasting our time in the 
wrong way.' Instead of going to 
games and generally "givinK the 
good old team good old support" 
we should have long and pointless 
arguments among ourselves. What 
about? Well, nobody's yet decided, 
how many angels can dance on the 
head of a pin — or the extent to 
which the brave souls who went 
to Yugoslavia have been perverted 
by Communism. These things may 
not seem rewarding to a character 
out for cash. I agree, they don't 
rake in the greenbacks, but they

There are many faces on McGill' he came to 
campus — most of which will re- 
turn one's greeting with a smile, 
or perhaps a frown, but anyway, 
an answer of some sort. 

Not so the face of the Roddick 
Gates Clock; students may consult 
it with fear, disbelief, reproach, 
happy anticipation, impalience, de- 
fiance or relief, but the Clock's 
response is always the same — a 
bland, faintly condescending ex- 
pression which seems to say: 
"Hurry on, little human, I'll be 
here long after I've ticked off the 
last moments of your life," 

Secure in this knowledge, and 
also in the knowledge that, come 
any sort of rough weather, it need 
never be concerned about pimples, 
wrinkles, whiskers or make-up. 
Clock is undismayed when rude 
remarks are made about its face, 
and unsympathetic when students 
throw a worried glance in its di- 
rection on their belated way to a 
nine o'clock. 

Kilroy Isn't There 

Contrary to announcements on 
Clock's base regarding the tenancy 
of Kilroy and his daughters, Clock 
has been and is the only occupant 
of the left-most pillar of the Rod- 
dick Gales. What is within Clock s 
severe exterior is the mechanism 
connecting it electrically with the 
master clock in the Physics Build- 
ing, and controUing its chimes and 
strikes, which originate from indi- 
vidual motors. Like most of us, 
Clock operates on impulses, only 
perhaps its impulses occur more 
frequently than ours since one 
trickles over from the Physics 
Building every half minute.

Montreal from New- 
foundland having studied there 
and in Nova Scotia, he graduated 
from McGill with the Holmes Gold 
Medal, in 1868; he was a member 
of the militia during the Fenian 
Raid and later took charge of the 
Medical Service of the Red River 
Expedition; he served as Conserva- 
tive representative for Montreal 
West, and was also président of the 
British Medical Association. When 
Sir Thomas died in 1B23, Lady Rod- 
dick perpetuated his memory by 
her gift of the . Roddick Gates .to 
McGill. , * 

Roddick Donatians 
Lady Roddick is a member of a 
family which has been prominent 
in the Univerjiity's growth; her 
grandfather, John .Rcdpath, was 
one of the founders of the Presby- 
terian College, and her uncle, 
Peter Redpath. donated the Mu- 
seum and. with his wife, the Red- 
path l..ibrary. When the g.ites 
were officially opened on May 28, 
192.'), hady Roddick unlocked the 
padlock and then became the re- 
cipient of both key and padlock, 
which were given lo her in an en- 
graved box. 

With thi.s history, Clock .should 
br. and is. a very solid citizen, it 
never worries tnol even about 
Suicide Corner, or procrastinates 
(having only one thing to do each 
day— why should it?), or argiies 
(being quite undemocratic— Clock 
just . dictates), . and what's more.
